It commences with a brief biography of the Evangelist. On 
fol. 46 begins the text, which for the first few verses perused is the 
same as given in the Vulgate. The main text continues down the 
centre in the fine twelfth century hand, commencing with a larpe 
golden initial Qvokiam etc., and the gloss down each side in a small 
clear upright Roman hand. This commentary is full of subject for 
thought. It explains the meanings of words and especially of proper 
names; and treats the subject clearly and comprehensively. The 
author is conversant with the Fathers, both Eastern and Western. 

Doubtless the copyist who wrote this text and comment was a “ learned 
Benedictine ” and that it was written for one of the heads of his 
Order, or for the use of some person of both high rank and more than 
ordinary culture.

The present manuscript contains the full version of the Speculum, viz. forty-five 
chapters ; in the xylographic editions printed during the 15th century only a selection 
of twenty nine chapters were included. 

The question of the authorship of the book has given rise to much speculation 
and probably will never be decided. It seems to have been written in the first half of 
the 14th century. The present codex is interesting as it gives the name of the man 
for whom it was copied and the date 1877 is one year earlier than another MS. of 
the same book in the B.M. (Add.

John of Lylleshull’s Manuale Sacerdotis is unmentioned by any bibliographer.
